There is perhaps no insect thait thp 
grain farmer considers more of. an 
enemy than the chinch bug, Tts depre)*- 
datlons, amounting as . they do to ah 
annual loss of‘|C0,000,000 in-the -United'' 
States, are well known, and as many 
as 12 bushels of the insects are said 
to have hcen obtained from a 40-acre 
corn field in Illinois at one time. It 
is in these states of the middle west 
that the pest is especially destruc¬ 
tive, though it is common enough in 
all states east of the Rooky mountains 
and is occasionally found in the states 
on the Paclflc slope in restricted areas. 

The chinch bug at full size is only 
one-seventh of an inch in length, black 
in color with white wings, which it 
seldom uses, containing a black spot

hatched from the minute oval egg, 
the young bug., is yellow,’hut it grad¬ 
ually changes to red and then to black, 
as its growth proceeds. At all ’stages 
it is accompanied by a rank disagree¬ 
able odor. In the first warm days of 
spring the adult bug comes forth 
from the grass roots, stubble or rub¬ 
bish where it has hibernated and de¬ 
posits its eggs on the roots of wheat 
or other plant. Here the eggs are 
hatched and the depredations then be¬ 
gin. When the wheat is harvested the 
hugs make for the nearest oat or corn 
field, where they continue their work 
of destruction until autumn, when they 
return to wheat again. The accom¬ 
panying cut, after Riley, shows the 
insect in all stages': adult at left; a, b, 
eggs magnified and natural size; c, 
young nymph; e, second stage of 
nymph; f, third stage; g, full grown 
nymph; d, b, j, legs; i, beak through 
which food Is taken; small ’lines show 
natural size. 

There have been many methods of 
prevention and cure suggested and ex¬ 
perimented with, among others that of 
distributing white fungus disease, sev¬ 
eral of the experiinent stations having 
supplies of diseased chinch: 6ugs which 
they distribute free ambng farmers for 
this purpose. But this’ineans has not 
been found very efflcleht and the most 
practical plan seems to'be'that of plow¬ 
ing a strip around the fihld to be pro¬ 
tected, thoroughly pulverizing the soil i 
thus turned up, and making a deep fur¬ 
row in this soil With the steeper, side 
toward the field not infested. The in¬ 
sects When they endeavor to migrate 
from one field to. another will fallTintfoi* 
this furrow and If the ground is suf¬ 
ficiently pulverized they will be unable 
to get out. If the day is hot the heat 
of the sun will kill them or a smooth 
log dragged up and down t^e furrow 
several times will answer the same 
purpose'. , ' 

Another plan, suggested by the Prai¬ 
rie Farmer, and which h.as been tried 
With great success, is that of spread¬ 
ing a line of coal tar in front of their 
line of mar,ch and digging post holes 
along this every few feet. The bugs 
when they reach the coal tar barrier 
Will turn off and follow it until they 
fall into the holes, whei’e they may be 
easily killed. Care must be taken in 
doing this that no straws, leaves of 
grass or other bodies form bridges 
over the coal tar, else the insects Will 
cross over and your labor will have 
been in vain. Ten -per cent, kerosene 
emulsion may be sprayed on the bugs, 
when they are on corn stalks with 
good effect. 'The wisest plan, however, 

Is to btirn over all fields of stubble and 
grass which are suspected of being In- 
fejU^e^in the spring and by this means 
prevent their tnhklng any raids what-

ity of the soil. 

A few years ago, my attention was 
called to an acre of corn which yielded 
65 bushels* of nice shelled corn, while 
if it had been plowed and planted in 
the ordinary way, without any atten¬ 
tion to fertilizing the soil, it would 
have done well to yield 30 bushels, 
says a writer in the Country Gentle¬ 
man. The sod had been covered wich 
a moderate coat of stable mahsre, 
then turned under and'thoroughly pul- 
A*erized with a cutting harrow; about 
400 pounds of commercial fertilizer had 
b'een put . in the soil, distributed all 
over the land with, a common grain 
drill. Then’the corn-was'.planted'and. 
given shailow cultivation, with- the re¬ 
sult that the yield was more', than dou¬ 
bled. 

My experience is that the yield of 
corn may -he easily doubled, by" care¬ 
ful preparation of the soil, proper fer¬ 
tilization and careful selection of seed, 
over the ordinary way of preparing 
and planting corn. Another advantage 
is that a well prepared corn field will 
resist the effects of a summer drouth 
better than poorly prepared soil. 

Then the seed question is a matter 
of consideration; poor seed often dam¬ 
ages the prospects of a good crop to a 
great extent. Replants will never 
amount to much, since they are later 
than the first planting. ' An 'evenly 
good stand of, first planting should be 
secured,'if possible.

GETTIHG rid of moles. 

Ways of Destroying This Trouble¬ 
some Bqdent — Fresh Meat with 
r Poison-"Better Than Corn Meal. 

The mole is not easily disposed of,^ 
He lives on Insects and the burrows’ 
made through the soil are for the pur¬ 
pose of catching grubs and beetles, 
Although he plays havoc with the 
roots .ot plants, it seems to be for the 
purpose of getting at the insects there, 
or because the roots are in the way. 
Ho does not eat them, or at least tb 
a small extent, Corn meal or some 
other ground'graln mixed with arsenic 
and scattered in the runways has been 
recommended, but I doubt Its value. 

I would prefer to poison bits of fresh 
meat an0 leave in the burrows. If, 
suggests the Prairie Farmer, moles are 
as voracious as the shrews, their near 
relatives, this ought to be an effectual 
method, I have not had occasion to 
try it, having done quite -well with 
mole traps, asstated’ by the cpt.

In all upward of 2,000 were counted.. 
The order was given to burn the 
house, but no native dared execute the 
command, so that at last the British 
resident himself set fire to this eham- 
ber of horrors. As the flames leapt 
up to the sky the greatest excitement 
prevailed, and the, terrified heathen 
stood with bated "bfeath/’’Among the 
articles which perished- was an hiS; 
torical drum, fashioned entirely o'u{, 
of human skin, and only beaten at.tije. 
moment when the executioner struck, 
off the head of some hapless victim.

AFGHAN CABLE PATTF^^N. 


This Is One of the Knitted Sltimber 
Kohes and One That Has Attained 
No Little . Popularity, ; 


MaterialS 7 --Six skeins maroon 
Scotch yarn, 4 skeins of old- gold, 
Two needles of bone, wood or rubber 
No. 9. - . • . . » 

Cast on 30 stitches with maroon, 
knit across plain once, ; 

1st row—Slip 1 (over, narrow) 
twice, seam 11 (over, narrow) tjvice. 

2d row—Slip' 1, (over, narrow) 
twice, 11 plain (over, narrow) twice. 

3d. row—Slip 1 (over, narrow) 
twice,, se'am 4, turn and now knit ‘for, 
the cable as follows, <m the 4 seamed 
sti.tches only: (‘Y slip J, 2 plain, 
turn, slip 1, seam 3, turn (♦), re¬ 
peat "from (4) till you have done 10 
of these little rows, then draw the 
needle out of the 4' stitches and leave 
the cable on the right side of the knit¬ 
ting (the side away from you)* take 
4 stitches from the left-hand needle 
on to the right hand, pick up .the 4 
stitches of the cable on the right-hand 
needle again, and knit off the remain¬ 
ing stitches from the left-hand peedle 
by seaming 3 (over, narrow) twice. 
4th row—Like second. - 
5th. row—Like third. 

6th row—Slip 1-’ (over narrow) 
twice, 4 plain, turn, and knit for an¬ 
other cable on the 4 plain stitches 
only; (”') slip 1, seam 3, turn, slip 1, 
3 plain, turn, repeat from (♦) -till you 
have done 10 little rows, then draw 
the needle out of the 4 stitches, and 
leaving the cable again on the 'right 
side of the knitting (this time the 
side next you) take 4 stitches from the 
lefthand needle on to the right hand, 
pick up the 4 stitches of the cable and 
knit off the remaining stitches from 
the left-hand needle by knitting 3 
plain, (over, narrow) twice. 

Repeat from 1st row till the strip 
is length desired; .^ind off; do 3‘more 
narrow stripes, then 3 stripes of old 
gold. These stripes may he crocheted 
together with black if desired. Finish 
with knotted fringe.—Eva M. Niles.

One of the greatest secrets of suc- 
ceskul beekeeping is having the brood 
.Chamber full of brood at the com¬ 
mencement of theyhlte noney haryest. 

Unless all' ci^ontes are strong in 
brood and bees when the "honey har¬ 
vest arrives. We are sure of failing to 
reap the best results. 

A good, strong colony of bees is a 
good preventive against moths. 

Even- a moderately strong, or weak 
colbny, will keep out the moths if the 
bees are of good Italian stock. 

So the evident remedy is to keep 
Italian bees, and if -£o^ a lime It 'is 
necessary to have blacks, let the col¬ 
onies be strong, even if some uniting 
must be done. 

If hives in which bees die through 

the winter are left until, warm weath¬ 
er withoutv any''bees in them," such 
hives will become, a perfect hotbed for 
worms. 

"When • it Is found Ahat worms are 
making their appearance,, either sul¬ 
phur them, or place the combs in a 
story under a hive.containing a strong 
colony. 

A strong colony of Italians can take 
care of three or four-stories of comb. 

In all our.operations with bees, we 
must use gentlene,ss",.- '’All' quick, sud¬ 
den jars .and mdtiohs" irritate fhem. 

Bees are always'more, gentle and less 
inclined to sting when they are .gathr 
.ering plenty of honey, and at such 
times the hives can be opened^ with 
very little danger; whereas, when there 
Is a dearth of honey, the inmates oC 
the same hive might show a great 
spirit of resentment.'

"When starting to keep bees, suggests 
the Farm JournaJ, It- is best not to 
commence with many colonies. A half 
dozen in well-arranged.hives would be 
sufficient. L#arn to handle them. As 
knowledge is gained, the apiary can bo 
enlarged to a profitable' size.

“New Jerusalem,” in its celestial

mons; but It may not be generally 
known'-that there Is a terrestrial “New 
Jersualem” within the l) 0 uads of oUr 
own empire, says the London Chroni 
cle. It is a .settlement In western 
Australia, and lias just been offlClally 
inspected by the local minister of 
lands; the Hon. 'N. J. Moore. It was 
founded three years ago by a converted 
Jew named Solomon Plsher. Ho estab 
lished the “Churcb of the First Born,’ 
which Is apparently a combination of 
Christianity and Judaism, He obtained 
a grant of 10,000 acres of land from the 
western Australian government, and 
there located his settlement, which 
has now a population of 61 , who all 
profess the peculiar faith of the found 
er.

The land Is subdi 
vldod into small farms, add each 
homestead has its oiCh'ird and garden.
